And b ecause everything in our 
troub led tim es m ust b e hooked up 
with anti-Communism or anti-ju­ 
venile 
delinquency 
to 
m ake 
it 
worthwhile, 
carrying 
newspapers 
also is fine for character-b uilding. 
The lady who waltzed up to me 
at a party the other night had a 
good question. She wanted to know 
whose character was b eing b uilt— 
her son’s or hers. 
She had taken note of the fuss 
over newspaperb oys. As the moth­ 
er of one of these paragons, she 
thought it was well deserved. But 
some questions should b e asked, 
she thought b ecause no one ever 
had given her the answ er to the 
b ig one. 
Mostly what she wanted to know, 
she said, was w hether custom ers 
who received their papers on time 
and in good condition ever stopped 
to think how much they owed to 
their paper b oys’ m others. 
In foul w eather, she related, she 
had peddled very paper on her 
son’s route, b ecause only in foul 
w eather did he ever get sick in 
b ed—and the sam e foul w eather 
also could b e b lam ed for his fath­ 
e r’s inab ility to get home in time 
to take over the responsib ility. 
Moreover, said the lady, custom ­ 
ers might show appreciation for 
the fact their newspaperb oy had 
his own office and private secre­ 
tary for their convenience in reg­ 
istering b eefs ab out his service. 
If the classic b enefit of oeing a 
newspaperb oy was character-b uild­ 
ing, the lady went on to say, she 
undoub tedly 
represented the stur­ 
diest character since Mollie Pitch­ 
er, who helped to fight the Battle 
of Monmouth. 
Her husb and said he concurred 
in this estim ate. 
Mollie Pitcher, he pointed out, 
w as only a som etim e heroine—a 
one-shot gal. His wife, however, 
w as Old Reliab le. 
Day in and day out, through fair 
and foul, she sees to it that the 
papers got through. Nothing b lunt­ 
ed her determ ination to prove she 
was a fem ale of high character. 
She could roll and toss a news­ 
paper with a professional flourish. 
She could get through sleet, snow 
and heat. 
She could con an indignant sub ­ 
scrib er 
into 
a 
charitab le 
mood 
with her skill in handling tele- 


phoned complaints. She could do 
sum s in arithm etic, provided the 
custom ers would pay their b ills. 
Not all 
newspaperb oys, 
to 
b e 
sure, have fem ale assistants 
of 
m ature years. But many do and 
they deserve appreciation. 
C haracter is b eing b uilt in this 
repub lic in the place where mil­ 
lions of children learn what they 
need to know — at their m other’s 
knee. 


The knee b one is connected to 
the thigh-b one etc. The whole thing 
is connected to motherhood’s stub ­ 
b orn 
creed 
that 
success 
m ust 
come to her offspring if it take the 
old lady’s last ounce of energy. 
To pay an overdue deb t, hère is 
one newspaperb oy (graduate divi­ 
sion) who salutes all the m others, 
staunch 
and 
true, 
who 
deliver 
these papers when the chips are 
down. A salute, likewise, to fath­ 
ers, if the m others conk out. 
The difference is that fathers' 
characters don’t need to b e b uilt. 
Most of them were 
new spaper­ 
b oys, them selves. 


SIDE GLANCES 
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American lab or is, in effect, one 
and the sam e with American capi­ 
talism . 


The fact of stock ownership b y 
the people who produce the goods 
is not unknown to Khrushchev. 
He knows that our lab or force 
works under contracts containing 
b enefits for lab or that far exceed 
anything the Soviet state can offer 
its w orkers — b enefits arrived at 
b y negotiation. 


Nikita Khrushchev did not come 
as a Messiah b ound to convert the 
unb elievers to the great religion of 
Communism. 


COMMUNISM is not a religion 
to Khrushchev. He cam e to this 
country with a far different idea 
in mind. 


He cam e to this country to see 
for himself w hat he b elieves to b e 
the locale of the next great his­ 
torical m ovem ent — the next, ir­ 
resistib le surge in the sea of his­ 
tory. To Khrushchev, Communism 
is an inexorab le fact. 


Witness his unwillingness to ar­ 
rive at a diplom atic condition that 
could result in war. He fears the 
destruction 
which 
nuclear 
war 
would b ring not so much as he 
does any b locking of the move­ 
ment 
that 
he 
b elieves 
to 
b e 
inevitab le. 
Witness his unwillingness to yield 
suddenly on points on which his 
diplom ats have b een most ob dur­ 
ate, his sudden, unexplained vacil­ 
lations of policy. 
Khrushchev works for the un­ 
hindered flow of historical event. 
If w ar would slow it, war m ust 
not come. If stub b ornness would 
delay, b e am enab le. 
His rem ark, 
“ My 
great-grand­ 
children will rule you,” is illumi­ 
nating. Khrushchev insists that he 
did not speak in a warlike sense. 
“ G reat - grandchildren” m eans 
after two generations — 40 years. 
No geopolitician with the wealth of 
information availab le to Khrush­ 
chev would state that his country 
could conquer the world and hold 
it for 40 years. 
He did m ean that he b elieved in 
our downfall in two generations. 
To the dedicated Communist, this 
is a face of life — b igger, b y far, 
than anything else. 
This is the threat that we m ust 
meet squarely, with firm ness and 
determ ination.

w hat his fellow lib erals have b een 
saying for months—nam ely, that 
to criticize the Suprem e Court, as 
the good peopie of the South have 
b een doing, is to “ underm ine the 
judiciary” and “defy the Consti­ 
tution” ? 
Certainly the 
Oregon 
senator, 
once elected as a Repub lican and 
now a D em ocrat, knows all this. 
But he has the courage of his con­ 
victions. 
He is an ardent partisan of the 
lab or 
cause 
at 
tim es, 
yet 
he 
h: n’t hesitated to criticize union 
lab or. 
% 
Once, while a pub lic m em b er of 
the National War Lab or Board, he 
wrote a stinging decision excoriat­ 
ing John L. Lewis and his leader­ 
ship of the m iners’ union. 
What the Oregon Dem ocrat this 
tim e is ob jecting to fundam entally 
perhaps is that the court should 
exercise any coercive power at all 
on lab or unions during a strike. 
Thus, he speaks of the injunction 
ord er in the steel controversy as 
“ economic peonage” and says: 
“The Suprem e Court’s decision 
perm its the steel industry m anage­ 
m ent to b reak a strike and en­ 
force free men to work against 
their will or go to jail while the 
anti-union steel officials go scot 
free.” 


THE ARGUMENT has a fam iliar 
ring. Existing 
law—namely, 
the 
Tait-H artley 
Act—contains 
many 
an elem ent of compulsion. It com­ 
pels a man to join a union or lose 
his job . 
To over/om e this form of “econ­ 
omic peonage,” some states now 
have laws or clauses in their con­ 
stitutions giving 
a 
worker 
the 
right to work even if he doesn't 
join a union. 
The compulsory factor is imb ed­ 
ded also in the collective b argain­ 
ing process. A m ajority of 
the 
employes choose the union as 
a 
b argaining agent and 
the 
em ­ 
ployer is required b y law to deal 
with that representative. As for 
the minority group in a plant, they 
are deprived of their right to b ar­ 
gain for them selves as a 
unit. 
They, too, could claim they are 
the victims of “ economic peonage.” 
Another elem ent of compulsion 


arises tvhen an employe is dis- 
m issed for attem pting to organize 
a union. The employer is com­ 
pelled b y governm ent order to re­ 
instate the employe. 
Evidently Sen! Morse isn’t 
al­ 
ways 
against 
compulsion, 
even 
when there is no law specifically 
governing the points in dispute, 
for he says:: 
“The Suprem e Court completely 
ignored the doctrine of inherent 
executive power. It failed to ap­ 
ply the b asic doctrine of equality 
of justice and the equality of legal 
ob ligations to b oth sides in the 
steel dispute.” 


HARRY TRUMAN, as President 
of the United States in 1952, used 
the doctrine of “ inherent execu­ 
tive power” to seize the steel mills 
and was reb uked b y the Supreme 
Court, which said there was no 
law that gave him such power and 
that there was nothing inherent in 
the executive power to allow such 
a step to b e taken constitutionally. 
Mr. Morse goes on to say: 
“ If governm ent has the power 
in a national em ergency to force 
a m an to work or go to jail it 
aiso has an inherent power to ord­ 
er a fair contract of work, cover­ 
ing hours, wages and conditions 
of employment during the period 
of enforced lab or.” 


The law yers ot the 
South, 
ol 
course, have b een b itterly casti­ 
gated b ecause they denied the doc- 
trine of “ inherent pow er” as it 
has b een applied in school “de­ 
segregation” rulings. 
They opposed the idea that the 
judiciary could write 
injunctions 
prescrib ing adm inistrative 
duties 
in the operation of the schools. 
There was not then, and there is 
not now, any federal law on the 
statute b ooks giving the federal 
governm ent or tne judiciary, power 
to run the schools. Yet, for theu 
rem onstrance on this point, 
the 
Southerners were vilified in print 
as lawless, as extrem ists, and as 
disrespecttui 
to the 
constitution 
itsell. 


ONE 
WONDERS 
what 
would 
have b een said of the Southern 
senators or of Gov. 
Faub us, 
il 
any one of them had said, with 
respect to the loss of state rights 
over the schoois, what Sen. Morse 
smd 
a Do ut tne 
suprem e 
Court 
decision in the steel case: 
“ Every 
Am erican 
flag 
should 
fly at half-m ast for 80 days in m e­ 
m ory of the 
precious 
loss 
of 
freedom .” 
The Oregon senator added that 
all workers would resent the “ un­ 
conscionab le i n j u s t i c e ” in the 
court’s decision. 
All this, to b e sure, comes under 
the head of free speech and, as 
usual, everything in politics de­ 
pends on whose ox is gored.

And Machado, 
when he first cam e to power in 
1924. was in his own right a lib er­ 
ator who pledged himself to free- 
om from foreign intervention (via 
the loan route).

CLEVELAND 
(AP) 
- Three 
y oung men who work ed at the 
Chry sler plant in Twinsburg were 
k illed Tuesday nig ht in an accident 
that plung ed their automobile into 
the Ohio Canal in Valley View. 
The victims were Emerson Pink ­ 
ney, 
24, 
of 
Cleveland;

Jam es Walter Arnold, 24, of In­ 
dependence. 
The sedan in which the trio was 
riding was headed north on Canal 
Road and sideswiped three oncom­ 
ing cars on a curve. It swerved 
out of control, brok e off a wooden 
utility pole, and plung ed into the 
canal at a spot about 500 y ards 
south of Ohio 17 . 
One rear wheel, still spinning , 
was the only part of the sedan not 
submerg ed, and the car lig hts still 
shone under the muddy canal wat­ 
ers when the first motorists reach, 
ed the canal bank .

We have 
also learned that alcoholism is not 
an addiction the way narcotics 
are habit-forming — as a part of 
the body’s metabolic need,” 
“ Alcoholism is brought on by a 
psychological need. Of those sta­ 
tistical 12 men — all under the 
same pressure in the same culture 
— one will become an alcoholic 
because of his psychological con­ 
stitution. 
“ You can change his environ­ 
ment, perhaps. 
Or equalize the 
pressures on him. But there is no 
evidence now that you can change 
his constitution.”

DiSalle referred to Chairman 
Paul M. Butler's note to national

quotas are Met. 
“ In establishing quotas,” De- 
Salle commented, “ the ability of 
states to pay should be taken into 
consideration.” 
According to Butler, Ohio ranked 
47th among states by paying $59,- 
472 of its $182,000 quota for 1957- 
59. Ohio is credited with paying 
$9,817 of its 1959 quota of $66,000 
to rank 25th among 32 states. 
DiSalle said Ohio had paid be­ 
tween $10,000 and $12,000 of its 
1959 obligation and an additional 
$1,000 for a special appeal. 
“ This is really trying to use a 
bludgeon. . . . If the delegates are 
to be coerced by the national 
chairman by threatening inade­ 
quate housing facilities and even 
floor accommodations, it can only 
be construed as a power play in 
ihe worst kind of way,” the gov­ 
ernor said. 
He recalled that in 1956 and 1958 
the national committee showed no 
consideration for Ohio. “ We were 
left to shift for ourselves and did,” 
he said. 
DiSalle lauded State Chairman 
William L. Coleman as a leader 
who obtained cooperation to put 
state headquarters back on its fi. 
nancial feet without threats of 
force. ^ 
“ From now on we may not pay 
anything because we may have to 
build our own housing facilities at 
the convention,” DiSalle quipped. 
DiSalle recalled that Butler beat 
him out for national chairman and 
said this action might be consid­ 
ered sour grapes on the governor’s 
part. However, he said he was 
thankful he was given a much
